’ EUROPEAN PEACE. 


With the reported signing ofan armistice belween .Poland and 
Soviet Russias one might well ask whether we aroat las: in sight of 
a complete European peace. The news of, the armissice. which 
came through by cable en Fridax. seems to bave attracted hardly 
the amount of public notice tha: itdeserves. I: igover six years ago 
since the peace of Europe was broken-~-a peacs that hed lasted. 


* apart from annoying outbreaks in the ever troublesome Balkans, 


since Germary imposed barsh tezms upon defeated France after 
the Fraoco-Prasgian war of 1801.. Germany thengasined « decisive 
victory over a country tha: had but recent]y been divided against 
jtaelf, and it was perhaps.the resol of thar v y that planted in 
the minds of German officials their disastrous dreams of “ Welt 
politik.”. Those dreams led them inte a very real disaster and 
Enrope has been through the travail ofa titanic war, that is only now 
jast cloaing. ; . 

The Rasso-Polish striggle has been a sordid business. Woe 
Rave all blamed Poland for ever beginning it. and we hare all blamed 
the Sovie: leaders in Russia for the prosecution ofa political policy 
that was pernicious enough to cam active. opposition. With the 
aid of AUied co-operation Poiand bas no. only thrown back the 
Russian armies that were threatening her capital, but sha has 
inflicted = series of defeats that has brought Russia to the accept 
ance of Poland's own terms. What those terms actually are we 
havo so far received but incomplete information. We do know that 
Polsn2’s boundaries have provisionally been defined on m 
generous lines than were Isid down under the former tresty,and 
itis certain that the political independence and ethnographical 
integrity of Poland are assured. It was this thatthe Allies were so 
keen on maibtaining., With the gaining of their point will ther 

’ nowlet Russia alone? Thetis a point which theimmediate fatore 
must seé settled. Britain and Italy seem to be in favour of opening 
trade negotiations, but France has hitherto been careful not to 
commit herselt in any way and on more than one occasion indica- 

tions bave been given that France will not bee partoer to any 

relations with Russia until the preeent regime promise to honour all 
Tearist Rassia’s intercational financial obligation. That is a big 
demand to make, but we think that there will eventually be 
modifications on either side. 

Look at ths position bow ’one will, there can be no uther 
conclusion than that peace in Europe isa diro necessity for the 
general welfare of all peoples. For thesake of production of much- 
needed commodities, for the sake of free intercourse between peoples. 
‘and for tha sake of the re-establishment of trust and confidence 
throughout the world, peace is the crying meed of the hoor. Six 
yesrs of modern warfare baa been Jong enough to prove that wars 
dorot pay.
